Office-seekers  for  editor-in- 
chief  of  the  TRUMPET  are  May¬ 
nard  Sautter,  junior,  and  Omar 
Bonderud,  sophomore. 

Sautter  Pre-Law. 

Sautter,  ex-GI  and  a  pre-law 
student  with  a  major  in  sociology, 
has"  been  at  Wartburg  during  the 
years  1942-'43  and  1948-’48.  His 
training  and  experience  include 
one  year  of  Reporting  203  and 
204,  a  reporter  on  the  1947-’48 
TRUMPET  staff,  and  previously 
he  served  as  a  factory  foreman 
and  assistant  shipping  superin¬ 
tendent. 

Sautter  believes  the  function  ol 
the  paper  should  be  to  “present

A  survey  of  the  East  and  West 
Bremer  avenue  business  districts 
headed  by  Kenneth  Hoffman, 
senior,  in  an  effort  to  list  each 
type  of  business  establishment.

Increase  Membership. 

Membership  on  the  Board  of 
Regents  will  be  increased  from 
nine  to  15  if  the  American  Lu¬ 
theran  church  approves  a  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  boards  at  its 
convention  in  Fremont,,  Ohio, 
next  fall.

Two  of  these  posi¬ 
tions  have  been  filled;  Dr.  Carl 
Reuss  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  will  be¬ 
come  dean  of  the  faculty,  and 
Miss  Wilma  Schell,  an  instructor 
at  North  Central  college,  Naper¬ 
ville,  Ill.,  will  have  charge  of  mu¬ 
sic  teacher  training  in  the  public 
school  music  courses. 

With  the  addition  of  Miss  Schell, 
Wartburg  will  have  another  piano 
teacher  besides  Dr.  Robert  Heiber 
and  E.  G.  Heist,  present  instruc¬ 
tors  of  piano. 

Hope  For  Fall  Building. 

Hopes  were  expressed  by  the 
boards  to  begin  construction  of 
the  addition  to  Luther  hall  this 
fall  or  next  spring.  Plans  are  now 
being  considered  as  to  the  advisa¬ 
bility  of  adding  a  third  and  pos¬ 
sibly  a  fourth  story  to  Grossmann 
hall  in  addition  to  complete  re¬ 
modeling  of  the  first  two  stories. 
If  the  architect  and  engineer 
deem  it  advisable  to  undertake 
this  construction,  the  project  will 
start  within  30  days.

The  straightforward,  harmonic 
style  of  “O  Man,  Thy  Grief  and 
Sin  Bemoan"  lent  itself  most  eas¬ 
ily  to  the  capability  of  the  group. 
The  harmony  and  blending  clear¬ 
ly  indicated  the  choir's  possibili¬ 
ties  in  tliis  type  of  hymn. 

The  high,  prayer-like  clearness 
of  the  sopranos,  combined  with 
the  moving  alto  and  tenor  parts, 
bounded  by  the  convincing  depth 
of  the  bass  in  “Hear  My  Prayer, 
O  God,"  gave  an  effect  not  unlike 
that  of  a  child's  unaffected,  soul- 
early  New  1  stirring  prayer. 

During  the  singing  of  the  bene¬ 
diction,  with  which  the  choir 
closes  each  concert,  the  audience 
stood  in  reverence  and  remained 
so  as  the  choristers  momentarily 
bowed  their  heads  in  conclusion. 
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World  Government  Possible 

Recent  international  news  items  have  aroused  more  dis¬ 
cussion  than  ever  before  in  the  possibility  of  a  world  govern¬ 
ment.  Not  long  ago  Winston  Churchill  came  close  to  such  an 
idea  in  presenting  his  reasons  for  forming  a  United  States  of 
Europe,  and  Russian-American  clashes  this  week  have  pro¬ 
vided  even  more  impetus  to  the  possibility. 

Some  would  have  us  believe  that  the  possibility  of  a 
world  government  lies  completely  in  the  realm  of  dreams 
and  that  as  long  as  Russia  complains  about  the  Marshall 
Plan  and  the  United  States  about  Russia’s  profligate  use 
of  the  veto  power  such  a  dream  can  never  be  realized. 
To  such  people,  sanely  practical  though  they  may  be.  one 
might  give  the  words  of  Pandit  Nehru,  first  prime  minis¬ 
ter  of  free  India.  “We  have  seen  repeatedly  the  failure 
of  other  methods — and  nothing  can  be  less  practical  than 
to  pursue  a  method  that  has  failed  again  and  again.” 

Nehru  goes  even  further  by  suggesting  that  the  world, 
or  at  least  its  leaders,  apply  the  principles  of  the  late  Ma¬ 
hatma  Gandhi. 

Says  the  Indian  premier  of  Gandhi,  “He  taught  us  the 
doctrine  of  nonviolence,  not  a9  a  passive  submission  to  evil 
but  as  an  active  and  positive  instrument  for  the  peaceful 
solution  of  international  differences.  He  showed  us  that  the 
human  spirit  is  more  powerful  than  the  mightiest  of  arma¬ 
ments.  He  applied  moral  values  to  political  action  and  pointed 
out  that  ends  and  means  can  never  be  separated,  for  the 
means  ultimately  govern  the  end.” 

Another  of  the  world’s  great  statesmen,  V.  K.  Welling¬ 
ton  Koo,  Chinese  ambassador  to  the  United  States,  expresses 
the  longing  for  a  stabilized  peace  on  the  part  of  the  people 
of  the  world  who  suffered  terribly  in  the  recent  war. 

He  says,  “If  humanity  is  to  be  spared  the  scourge  of 
recurrent  wars,  the  world  must  be  so  organized  as  to 
constitute  one  community,  living  under  one  government 
in  peace,  freedom  and  prosperity.” 

And  to  the  discussion  an  American,  Chancellor  Rob¬ 
ert  Maynard  Hutchins  of  the  University  of  Chicago, 
adds,  “World  government  founded  on  freedom  and  jus¬ 
tice  means  that  war,  though  still  possible,  is  no  longer 
inevitable.  If  war  is  inevitable,  civilization  has  no  fu¬ 
ture.” 

Long  ago  another  American,  Alexander  Hamilton,  had 
the  same  idea  in  regard  to  the  federal  system  of  government 
as  it  applied  to  the  then  growing  American  states.  In  the 
“Federalist  Papers”  he  presented  the  idea  of  unselfishness 
that  becomes  more  and  more  natural  under  a  federal  govern¬ 
ment. 

Of  course,  world  government  is  a  dream ;  it  has  been  the 
silent  dream  of  millions  of  men  who  have  lived  and  died,  only 
to  have  another  war  follow,  each  one  worse  than  its  prede¬ 
cessors.  And  the  world  has  lived  on  dreams.

First  ladv  in  the  history  of  Wartburg  college  to  spend 
the  first  months  of  her  life  in  a  men’s  dormitory  is  Miss  Carol 
Louise  Grunke.  “first  lady"  of  Grossmann  hall  and  nine- 
month-old  daughter  of  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Marvin  Grunke. 

One  afternoon  this  past  week,  a i 
TRUMPET  reporter  was  greeted 
at  the  door  of  the  Grunke  apart¬ 
ment  by  Miss  Grunke  and  her 
beautiful,  eight-tooth  smile,  por¬ 
traying  the  best  of  health.  She 
invited  her  visitor  to  be  seated  in 
the  kitchen;  and  as  she  shifted 
her  position  several  times  on  the 
floor,  the  reporter  pulled  his 
notebook  from  his  pocket  and  be¬ 
gan  to  ask  questions. 

Miss  Grunke  first  explained 
that  her  vocabulary  is  rather 
limited  as  yet  and  that  she 
hoped  it  would  not  handicap 
the  interview.  Every  question 
was  answered  with  either  a 
burp  or  a  simple  “Goo."  but 
the  facial  expressions  accom¬ 
panying  these  answers  made 
interpretation  quite  easy. 

“I  was  bom  August  10,  1947.  at 
the  Mercy  hospital  in  Waverly.

When  she  was  asked  how  she 
liked  living  in  a  men’s  dormitory 
and  how  she  reacted  to  all  the 
buzz  and  racket  of  such  s  build¬ 
ing,  she  replied,  "Some  people 
would  say  that  I  am  indifferent 
toward  it  all,  but  I'd  rather  say 
that  I'm  calloused  —  in  fact,  so 
much  that  my  favorite  pastime  is^ 
sitting  in  the  hall  in  a  bushel  bas¬ 
ket  watching  the  boys  as  they 
pass  through  the  building."

She  even  told  the  reporter 
of  her  most  humiliating  ex¬ 
perience.
